Physical training for first year women students 
and fees for physical examination were considered at some 
length, and on motion of Mrs .Morrison , seconded by Mrs.

Resolved that women out of residence shall pay 
an additional fee of f3 .00 during their first year, 
which shall include medical examination for physical 
training and the privilege to consult with the nurse in 
the infirmary.

The Women's Council recommends that no change be 
made in residence rates for the year 1934-35, and that 160 
students be housed in the six units of residence next year, 
a 8 has been done this year, instead of 180 as formerly, and 
that the tentative budget be prepared on this basis. If this 
plan is adopted, the estimated income from fees would be 
$50,033.00. 

The departure from the residence life of Dr. Norma 
Ford, who is leaving in order to devote her whole time and 
energy to her chosen work in the field of Biology, will be a 
great loss to Victoria.
